VAMPIRELLA #60 was a 
rather nostalgic issue in 
that the lead story, "The 
Return of the Blood Red 
Queen," reminded me of the 
VAMPI stories of old . . . tight- 
ly plotted, superbly illustrated, 
genuinely excellent tales that 
leave us begging for more. 

Bill DuBay's script returned 
many elements long missing 
from the series: continuity, 
references to past VAMPI 
episodes, and an open ending 
leaving us in suspense. The 
return of an old nemesis is 
always interesting, especially 
when the foe is female. How- 
ever, I think the background 
of the Queen of Hearts could 
be explained better; who is 
she, where she came from, 
etc., but DuBay is probably 
planning to do this in a future 
issue. 

I really only have two valid 
complaints with the story, the 
first of which is that I wish 
the Queen could have found 
some other means of subdu- 
ing VAMPI than with knockout 
gas. Our heroine has become 
especially susceptible to 
these fumes of late (issues 
#53, 55,65, 58). Also, I thought 
the story lacked power be- 
cause it crammed way too 
much information into too 
few pages. For a while you 
were experimenting with dif- 
ferent story lengths, but now 
you've settled into a ten-page 
rut. I recall a story with a 
similar plotline, "Witch Queen 
of Bayou Parish," in issue 
#23, that was twice as long 
and was still exciting. After 
giving us two booklength 
epics, 18 or 20 pages an issue 
is not asking too much! 

Artwise, Jose Gonzalez 
proved himself worthy of his 
Warren Award. Excellent job! 
I especially liked the splash 
page, with his evocative ren- 
derings of the Queen. Incred- 
ibly sensual!

Bill DuBay skillfully blended 
three plotlines and finished 
off with the best cliffhanger 
ending since issue #43. The 
effect was greatly enhanced 
by giving VAMPI no dialogue 
at all on the last page . . . the 
terror on her face is enough. 
In any case, the thought of 
VAMPI disfigured is sufficient 
to make me queasy. I hope 
this storyline is carried 
straight forward to its con- 
clusion, with none of those 
irrelevent fill-in issues. 

Qops! By now I'm sure you 
realize that the footnote on 
page 9 is wrong. The intended 
reference is, of course, to 
"Carnival of the Damned" 
in VAMPI #11. 

Son of Oops! When VAMPI 
changes into a bat on page 8, 
she is clad only in her usual 
attire, yet when she reverts 
to human form on page 1 1 she 
is wearing a coat. How did 
that happen? (Otherwise, 
need I say, Jose Gonzalez 
was up to standard.) 

In the rest of the issue, "He 
Who Laughs Last . . . Laughs 
Best" was perhaps the least 
interesting story. Which is 
not to say that, in absolute 
terms, it wasn't excellent. 
Bruce Jones just tripped over 
his own complications in this 
story of double-crosses and 
triple-crosses. More positive- 
ly, Gonzalo Mayo has turned 
out to be the best inker yet 
found for Carmine Infantino's 
pencils, No one would have 
thought, but their styles mesh 
well together. 

"Riding Shotgun": what a 
pity there's no Warren Award 
catagory for Best Story Title. 
This one fulfilled the two 
prime requirements: a) it 
gave no clue to what the story 
was about, and b) it was the 
only title that fit. The story 
that Gerry Boudreau created 
to go with it wasn't bad, 
either ... aided by Luis Ber- 
mejo's finest art yet. How 
about a sequel, telling us 
what happens when Buck 
finally does meet Shotgun 
again? 

"Wish You Were Here" 
may have been a rather slight 
piece, but it was well told in 
DuBay's inimitable style and 
Jose Ortiz's illustrations cer- 
tainly did nothing to retard it. 

The final tale, "Fallen An- 
gel," was a fine wrap-up to the 
issue. I'm still not completely 
sold on the "sideways style," 
but Esteban Maroto used it to 
good advantage here. 

Once again, congratulations 
on a fine issue all around. 
May the time come when every 
issue is as good as this one.

very time I try to write 
J this item, I break out in 
uncontrollable laugh- 
ter, but here it is anyway: 
Marvel Comics Group will 
begin publishing Yogi 
Bear, The Flintstones, 
Scooby Doo and Dyno Mutt 
sometime in the near future. 

No kidding. 

From a strictly dollars 
and cents standpoint, Mar- 
vel's decision to publish 
these books— and the logis- 
tics for implementing it- 
makes perfect sense. Since 
Marvel's agreement with 
Hanna Barbera, the owners 
of the characters, calls only 
for Marvel to publish the 
books — they will have no 
control over the editorial 
content, thus will have no 
chance to destroy the ti- 
tles—it seems to be a fairly 
profitable arrangement. 
It just that the thought of 
Marvel publishing these 
children's titles invariably 
triggers memories of the 
fan satirists of the 1960s 
who had field days lam- 
pooning the Marvel style 
by applying it to characters 
like Mickey Mouse and 
Donald Duck. 

Anyway, Marvel's agree- 
ment with Hanna Barbera 
calls foran initial bi-month- 
ly schedule for the four 
books and increased fre- 
quency and additional HB- 
licensed books should sales 
be encouraging. Three of 
the books were being pub- 
lished by Charlton before it 
went out of business, but 
the fourth, Dyno Mutt, ' is 
apparently tied to a new 
Hanna Barbera television 
cartoon show scheduled for 
the fall. 

All the editorial work 
will be supervised by 67- 
year-old Chase Craig, who 
retired as Gold Key's execu- 
tive editor in 1975. Craig 
won't be working for Mar- 
vel per se, however, nor 
will he be employed by 
Hanna Barbera. He's set up 
a shop on the West Coast 
and will supervise the edit- 
ing, writing and drawing 
of the strips as a package 
and then ship them off to 
Marvel for publishing. 



any of you dyed-in- 
the-wool superhero 
fans may not recog- 
nize Craig's name, but he's 
enjoyed a long and illustri- 
ous career in tjie funny 
animal and children's hu- 
mor business. He's worked 
for Walter Lantz, the cre- 
ator of Woody Woodpecker, 
Warner Bros., now Warner 
Communications, DCs 

parent company, and has 
written many titles in the 
Little Golden Book series. 
At Gold Key, he wrote 
thousands of adventure 
comics as well as Looney 
Tunes, Bugs Bunny and 
Porky Pig. He joined Gold 
Key as an editor in 1950, 
became managing editor, 
then executive editor and 
has handled everything 
from Tarzan to Magnus, 
Robot Fighter to the Dis- 
ney characters. 

As for the creative team, 
Mark Evanier has been 
scripting all of the books 
produced so far, but it 
seems likely that other 
writers will be added when 
he returns to television 
writing at the start of the 
new season. Dan Spiegle 
may be drawing Scooby 
Doo, while Roger Arm- 
strong, a long-time child- 
ren's comics illustrator, 
will be drawing The Flint- 
stones and Yogi Bear. 

Evanier, who worked for 
Craig at Gold Key before 
moving on to television 
writing, called Craig "the 
best editor I ever worked 
for, so when he called me, 
of course I began writing 
for him." 

10 one at Marvel head- 
quarters in New York 
wanted to talk about 
the new line — "who really 
cares," sniffed one editor, 
obviously not realizing the 
books will probably be 
paying his salary before 
long — but it's understood 
that each title will have 19 
pages of stories rather than 
Marvel's standard 17. 

Still, there's something 
in me that's disappointed. 
How it would have warmed 
my fannish heart to see 
Marvel controlling the

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titles and making Boo Boo, 
Yogi's sidekick, into a 
junkie, or watch them in- 
ject a little young lust> into 
the Pebbles and Barn-Bam 
relationship. Stan Lee only 
knows what could have 
been done with a chap call- 
ed Dyno Mutt. Maybe he 
could have been teamed 
with Howard the Duck 
and . . . 

ere's a cutie for you. 
The Federal Trade 
Commission (FTC), 
the government's commerce 
watchdog, has ordered the 
Hudson Pharmaceutical 
Corp. to stop advertising 
Spider-Man brand child- 
ren's vitamins. 

The government action, 
which United Press Inter- 
national called "precedent- 
setting," is couched in the 
standard bureaucratic le- 
galisms, but basically said 
Hudson's advertising of the 
drug was misleading be- 
cause it suggested that 
taking vitamins would 
make you as strong as Spi- 
der-Man. Hudson, doing 
its best to be contrite, said 
it would pull the offending 
advertisements voluntarily. 

Nice of them, don't you 
think, especially since 
they fought the action 
tooth-and'-nail for two 
years and engaged in adver- 
tising practices one FTC 
commissioner claimed was 
"really disgusting hype 
aimed directly at children. 
I don't think I've ever seen 
anything as venal in all 
my years on the commis- 
sion," he told me after the 
decision was announced. 

And should you think 
this bureaucrat was doing 
his own little hype job by 
taking an extra blast at 
Hudson, consider this: 
when I was covering the 
FTC's hi-fi price-fixing 
investigation in 1975, he 
was the government offi- 
cial who told me — off the 
record, of course — that 
"no one minds a little price 
fixing here and there. No 
one minds a little gouging 
every now and then." In 
other words, he's not given 
to moral outrage very of- 



ten. 

Hudson, by the way, is 
owned by Cadence Indus- 
tries, the conglomerate 
that owns Marvel comics. 

SPEAKING OF HYPE... 

If you've noticed a sharply 
increased amount of DC 
news in your favorite 
fanzine lately, credit it to 
the yeoman work of Mike 
Gold, the company's new 
public-relations man. Gold, 
who's also the man behind 
DCs telephone "hot line," 
has been busily churning 
out literally dozens of press 
releases about the most in- 
significant little occurances 
at National. Every week 
brings another set of press 
releases, covering artist 
and writer changes, editor- 
ial readjustments and the 
whole gamut of boring, 
vapid and insignificant 
trivia fanzines eat up. 

Gold, of course, seems a 
decent sort for a PR man 
and is just doing his job by 
grinding this stuff out. 
It's the fanzine editors that 
bug me. They all seem to 
be in the habit of reprint- 
ing his stuff verbatim, let- 
ting it all pass for "news" 
and go blissfully along 
without doing any check- 
ing or further investigat- 
ing. Like any good flak, 
Gold isn't trotting out the 
bad news, only the good. 
In other words, under the 
guise of communicating 
with the fans, DC is once 
again attempting to lull 
everyone to sleep. 

And Gold seems to go 
out of his way to play 
the ostrich. "I only 
worry about DCI (DC com- 
ics) and never get involved 
with WCI (Warner, the par- 
ent company)," he told me 
one day. He couldn't — or 
wouldn't— even tell me 
when Warner's annual 
stockholder's meeting was 
scheduled for, even though 
the date is a matter of pub- 
lic record, must be report- 
ed to the Securities and 
Exchange Commission and 
is printed on every copy 
of Warner's annual report.
